ALFXANDRIA MERCHANT 
SEAMEN’S HOME. 

We have received from Mr. R. C. Crafton, 
honarary secretary of the Alexandria Merchant 
Seamen's Home, the annual report of the 
Committee forthe year ended 31st of March 
last, of which we publislt the following sum- 
mary :— 

‘In submitting the annual report the com- 
mittee have pleasure in recording the con- 
tinued success which- has attended the work 
of the Home, and the increase in numbers 
awaiting themselves of the benefits afforded. 
That of late the demand on the resources of 
the Home should have so largely inoreased is 
not surprising, considering that during the 
six years which have passed since the opening 
of the present building, the trade of the port 
has augmented by over 50%, and there is 
reason to believe that in the near fatore it 
will bo doubled. To meet the demand as far as 
circumstances admit, has been the constant 
endeavour of the committee. * 

In the month of November arrangements 
were made for taking in the crew (25 all 
told) ofa steamer which had been sold, and 
was delivered over to her new owners at 
Alexandria, after discharging. Also in the* 
months of August and September batches of 
men were received into the Home under some- 
what similar circumstanes. The admission of 
the above in addivion to men billeted iy usual 
oourse, or paying for their lodging themselves, 
has taxed the sleeping accommodation at the 
Home The necessity for providing additional 
acoommodation has occupied the attention 
ot the committee, and in view of there being 
no unoccupied space at the Home which could 
be devoted tothe purpose, /they recommend 
as the only practical solution of the difficulty, 
the building of a room as an annex to the | 
recreation room, on the vacant ground adjoin- 
ing to serve as a dormitory. Por this extension 
the consent of the authorities would be 
neceasary.

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A STEEL CaNAL IN EGYPT. 


; / 
Messrs, T, Piggott and Co., of Birmingham . 
have recently completed a remarkable canal in

Egypt. It is to be used to convey water taken 
from the Nile at a point about 40 miles above 
the Assouan Dam, across the Eastern Desert 
to Kom-Ombo, where it will be ased for irriga- 
tion. The peculiarity of the canal is that it is 


entirely constructed of steel. It is nearly « 


mile long by 6 metres wide, and is made up of 
17 sections, each about 100 metres long. These 
sections are coupled together with masonry 
basins, into which they can slide. to accom- 
modaté the expansion and contraction of the 
metal work, due to changes” of temperature. 


‘The cross sevtion of the canal is a semi-circle, 


surmounted by straight sides j metre high. It 

is made of steel plates 6 millimetres thick, and 
stiftened by 1 section transverse . ribs, and 
stayed from kide to side at the top with flat 
and angle straps. A longitudinal flange of 3 
by 24 by § inch angle runs along the length | 
of the canal..The normal water level is at the - 
diameter of the cross section. Ths acqueduct is 
entirely above the ground level. It redtsona —

TREE PLANTING, 


The area under trees planted during the

be completed during the current year. Both 
the trees and the syssel plants are doing 
extremely well and show a vigorous and 
healthy growth. 


CULTIVATION. 


FMtherto our cultivation has been restricted 
to the growing of forage crops for the use of 
the company’s cattle, the reason being that 
our “ Sefi” water supply was not completed, 
and further the necessity of flooding the land 
and keeping the water on it for a long period 
so that it should deposit all its silt, The 
Khatatbah Estate is now sufliciently colma- 
tized to enable‘ us to grow sefi crops and the 
water installation is also rapidly approaching 
completion. We have rented a pdrtion of thix 
estate amounting to about 100 feddans at 
KE, 5 per feddan per annum anil are arran- 
ging to cultivate a large area with “ foul 
suudani " (ground nuts) which crop has been 
proved to sneceed very well on that land, 
We would draw the shareholders attention to
